Like the moonshiners of the old 
Javs in Kentucky, “Slim” defies 
the officers to stop his operations 
and declares he will protect his 
still -with a high-powered rifle. 
Typical of the old-time moon- 
shiner, who believes in the  in- 
alienable right of man to make 
all the hard liquor the desires, he 
challenges anybody to prevent his 
operations. 

The message was first deliveret 
to. the constable at Lancaster, 
some distance from the San Ber- 
nardino County line, but the mess- 
are stated that “Slim” had a still 
somewhere on the Mojave desert. 
The exact location was not given 
but -the message inferred that 
plenty of lookouts were on hand 
to see that no officers raided it.

F. Warmer. 

The case was © originally 
scheduled for Department One 
of Superior Court. It was 
transferred to Judge Warmer’s 
calendar, however, because of 
the fact that Judge Charles L. 
Allison was one of counsel for 
the plaintiffs. The suit was 
started before Allison was 
elected to the superior bench. 

Henley and Schuthof claim 
that under the terms of an 
agreement with the Cucamon- 
ga Development Company they 
are entitled to 10 per cent of 
water from a tunnel stream. 
It is alleged that during the 
dry season in July, 1923,-.the 
development company _install- 
ed a portable flume in the 
stream bed of Cucamonga Can- 
yon extending from the intake 
in the tunnel to a.point 1500 
feet above the intake, ithus 
causing practically all surface, 
waters of the stream-to be di- 
verted from the regular chan- 
nel. As a result of this, it is 
alleged, Henley and Schulhof 
instead of receiving 10 per cent 
of approximately 50 inches of 
water under four-inch pres- 
sure, are receiving only 10 per 
cent of 4.11 inches of water. 


Water Used for Irrigation

Friend W. Richardson yes- 
terday accepted the invitation of 
the directors of the Fifteenth Na- 
tional ‘Orange Show to open the 
annual exposition on the night of 
Feb. 19, it was announced by R. 
H. Mack, manager of the show, 
after receipt of a telegram from 
Senator Ralph E. Swing, who ten- 
dered the invitation to the gov- 
ernor. 

In informing Senator Swing of 
his acceptance, the governor stat- 
ed that the interests of San Ber- 
nardino are his interests and that 
he will gladly do his share in 
making the annual citrus classic 
an unqualified success, Senator 
Swing was named by the Orange 
Show directors to tender the in- 
vitation to Governor Richardson 
shortly before the present session 
of the legislature convened. 
Reception For Governor Planned 

Mr. Mack stated last night that 
tentative plans call for a recep- 
tion for the governor, at which 
scores of residents of the county 
will attend. After the reception 
the Orange Show will be officially 
opened with the governor giving 
the only address of the evening, 
excepting the introductory speech, 
it was stated by Mr. Mack. 

That the Fifteenth Orange Show 
will be by far the greatest exposi- 
tion ever attempted was declared 
by Mr. Mack, after a preliminary 
review of the elaborate exhibits 
that are entered in the exposition. 
Decorators started work upon the 
interior of the building yesterday 
and it is expected that the mass- 
ive chandeliers will be put in 
place within a few days, permit- 
ting the assembling of the larger 
exhibits. 

Fresno will be represented by a 
40-foot entry, depicting a great 
tower of oranges; Upland and On- 
tario will have a large lighthouse; 
Colton will enter a windmill, while 
Santa Monica will be represented 
by an electrical fountain with live 
figures posing. There are 17 feat- 
ures entered in the show, the 
maximum number that can be ac- 
commodated. Riverside will be 
represented by an elaborate feat- 
ure exhibit.

Arizona Carrot Pie—Cook the 

carrots and skin them. Put 
through a coarse sieve. To one 
and a half cups of the carrots 
add three-fourths of a cup of 
brown sugar mixed with one table 
spoon of cornstarch, a pinch of 
salt, one-fourth teaspoon each of 
nutmeg, cinnamon and ginger, and 
a grated lemon peel with one tea- 
spoon of the lemon juice. Mix 
thoroughly. and then pour over it 
one and three-fourths cups of rich 
milk that has been brought almost 
to the boiling point. Cook the mix- 
ture thoroughly, preferably in a 
double boiler. When cool, pour 
into the pastry shell. Cover with 
a@ meringue and brown. 
_ Apple Sauce Pie—Line a deep 
pie tin with a rich crust rolied 
thin. Make a good apple sauce 
free from all lumps and beaten 
light. Add the white of an eggs 
well beaten, a teaspoon of butter, 
a saltspoon of cinnamon, and 
sugar to suit the taste. .Half fill 
the pie tin, and put on a layer of 
crust rolled very thin and lightly 
buttered. Add more apple sauce 
and then the top crust. Bake in 
a moderate oven and brown well. 

Mock Cherry Pie—Line a deep 
pie plate with good short crust. 
Chop two cups of cranberries with 
one large cup of seeded raisins. 
Add a cup each of brown and of 
white sugar, and one cup of boil- 
ing water. Flavor with a tea- 
spoon .of vanilla. Add also two 
tablespoons of flour. Mix all well 
and pour into the crust. Add the 
top crust and bake. 

Lemon Crumb Pie—Take_ the 
juice and the grated rind of one 
lemon. Mix two tablespoons of 
butter with five tablespoons of 
sugar, Stir the mixture into one 
and one-half cups of hot milk and 
cool. Then add the yolks of three 
well beaten eggs and the lemon 
juice and rind, Line a pie plate 
with an inch layer of buttered 
crumbs, and pour the mixture in. 
Bake until firm and cover with 
meringue. Brown and serve when 
cold.

tions with respect to matrimony. Whenever he let his 

feelings get control of him under the operation of the 

law of propinquity and proposed to some lady he af- 
terwards realized was not the one who should grace his hearth 
or sweep his parlor floor, he was mulcted in damages if he 
failed to make good on the offer. When the partnership end- 
ed, if actually consummated, the court faxed him a good sum 
for the support of the lady, doubtless in most cases necessary 
and just, under our social system of non-earning eapacity for 
women which prevailed. in the past and which is only now 
taking its departure from the stage. Under the advancing 
eustom of greater freedom and opportunity for women and 
their employment in a multitude of occupations formerly clos- 
ed to them, there is growing a sentiment, that this ‘‘new free- 
dom’’ should also include great financial responsibility in the 
matter of inter-sex relations. 

This new thought has been revealed in a number of breach 
of promise damage suits by men against women. These suits 
assume that a man who becomes engaged to. a woman of 
wealth—whether by his volition or her management whg can 
tell?—is as much damaged if she refuses to carry out the bar- 
gain as she would be were the case reversed. Courts have 
given approval of this theory by damage verdicts. If matri- 
mony is to be given a financial aspect at all, it-is but fair 
that the man be placed on an even plane with the woman 
when his bright prospects of a life of ease are blighted by 
her violation of the contract. 

But this is not the only responsibility woman is acquir- 
ing with her new financial independence. A San Francisco 
man has sued his wife for a separate maintenance of $300 a 
month on the ground that she makes life too disagreeable for 
him to live with her and she is amply able to support him 
separately. It seems that she refused to let him live in the 
same luxury she enjoyed and even went to the length of ex- 
pressing her poor opinion of him in profane language, some- 
thing to be deplored, however much justified by the facts. Here 
we have a case of a dependent husband, incapable or unwill- 
ing to earn his own living, and a capable wife, at least finan- 
cially so. We have with it the question of whether a man 
whose wife is wealthy is justified in making her his meal- 
ticket to the same extent that men in the past have been the 
meal-ticket of women also unable or unwilling to become fi- 
nancially active. This question is awaiting the solution of the 
age that is already upon us.

And the prints 
that the fabric makers have pro- 
vided for us are gayer and more 
brilliant than they have ever been, 
and they deserve the popularity 
they are enjoying. The scarf frock 
pictured makes use of a brocaded 
crepe in print effect, and while the 
scarf may be a familiar detail the 
shirt-bosom effect is not, and is, 
therefore, noteworthy. It is a fea- 
ture of many of the newest and 
smartest frocks.

XPERIENCE teaches us just 

as surely about things per- 
taining to our wardrobes and 

our homes as it does about 

lite, but it proves a costly teacher 
many times. We learn what not 
to buy, having once bought wrong- 
ly; we learn what not to wear hav- 
ing chosen once unwisely; and each 
buying time we profit by the mis- 
takes that we have made, And we 
have learned that when a choice 
of frock, suit or coat has been 
wisely made that the wrong acces- 
sories may completely discount the 
apparent wisdom of the choice, 
changing the resulting ensemble 
into something very ordinary. And 
{t is the same in the outfitting of 
the home, where details of orna- 
mentation occupy the same rela- 
tive position to the whole that ac- 
cessories occupy in the ensemble 
costume. Furniture correctly 
chosen and grouped; hangings and 
rugs harmonious—the one with 
the other and both with the fur- 
niture; these are but the frock for 
the room—the accessories remain 
to be chosen. A charming suite 
for the dining room; a velvety rug; 
curtains and overdrapes—there yet 
remains the linen; the glass and 
china; the silver. The task is well 
begun, and yet less than half done. 
A careful study of household 
decoration has resulted in many 
changes and we welcome the fash- 
fon in furniture that permits the 
use of individual pieces, incidental 
tables and thé like; the dictate 
that makes matched sets no longer 
imperative; and the fine feeling 
for decorative bits of pottery and 
china—the not too much, but just 
enough. The same room may hold 
something Italian; something 
Spanish; something that breathes 
the spirit of the Far East; and that 
game room may be artistic in its 
hominess. On the other hand a 
living room that is Early American 
in its feeling may keep to the let- 
ter as well as the spirit, evincing 
that spirit in even the incidental 
table, pie-crust type; in the tea 
china — the Oriental birds and 
black-eyed Susans of the famillar 
Wedgewood; in the polished brass 
candlesticks of true Colonial de- 
sign. Or if one prefers the Italian 
influence, there are treasures in 
hand-wrought iron and pottery for 
the carrying out of that influence. 
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of pleats; have groups at the sides 
or front; or depend from a yoke. 
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Every piece of furniture and 
every ornamental piece should in- 
crease the livableness of the room 
it adorns—that is why, perhaps, 
the heavy matching pieces have 
been discarded. The treasures of 
famous craftsmen of the old guilds 
are faithfully duplicated—they can 
hardly be called copies — and the 
pieces are not only adopted, but 
adapted to a modern setting and 
the modern ways of living. But 
too much of heaviness, even when 
that heaviness is priceless, is taboo, 
these days, and if one happens to 
have inherited genuine antiques, 
or to have acquired too many som- 
ber pieces, the solution is a single 
piece of lacquer—brilliantly red— 
effectively placed and ornamental 
bits of glass or pottery, equally 
effectively placed. And it is well 
to say, in passing that the house- 
wife who may select her own fur- 
niture is wisest when she makes 
use of reproductions that are done 
in the Sheraton, Chippendale, 
Queen Anne or Colonial manner— 
any one of the types that have 
become synonymous with art in 
furniture. 

We may learn much, yet we are 
inclined to learn too little from 
the decorative genius of the East- 
ern peoples. The Japanese have a 
happy custom of changing their 
decorations from time to time, in- 
jecting a new note into the home, 
and thus relieving monotony of 
surroundings. While the Ameri- 
can woman may change the posi- 
tion of her furniture, or renew cur- 
tains and hangings, she sets too 
little value on mirrors; on pottery; 
on decorative panels. Quite as 
bad as too little, is too much of 
anything, especially the vases, 
bowls and jars that hold our 
flowers and serve as decorations 
when flowers are not to be nad. 
A single bowl on a polished table 
may be charming, but it loses its 
charm when there is a “clutter” 
of objects about it. And it is a 
clever idea to change one’s pieces 
of bric-a-brac— which should be 
chosen with an eye to their gen- 
eral harmoniousness, from room to 
room—in the interests of variety. 
A wall panel, quite easily made at 
home, will lend a note of different- 
ness and brighten a bit of dull or 
empty wall space.

The ‘‘Boulder Canyon Pro- 
ject’’ takes its name from the 
fact that it centers largely 
about a proposed government 
dam in the Colorado River 
where the river forms the 
boundary line between Arizona 
and Nevada. Here the river 
flows through a series of deep 
and narrow canyons or gorges 
generally known as_ Boulder 
Canyon. In this canyon there 
are at least two vefy wonder- 
ful natural dam sites. One is 
at the head of the canyon a 
short distance below the mouth 
of Boulder Creek. The other 
is about thirty miles lower at 
what is technically Black Can- 
yon. A dam at either of these 
sites will flood substantially 
the same territory. They are 
generally spoken of as the up- 
per and lower Boulder Can- 
yon sites. The Black Canyon 
or lower site is preferred by 
the Reclamation Service engi- 
neers. 


The dam is to be 550 feet 


in height and will create aj} 


reservoir of a storagé capacity 
ot 26,000,000 aere feet of wa- 
ter. While the dam and reser- 
voir will exceed in magnitude 
anything of their a in the 
world, the cost of the dam will 
be relatively small because of 
the unusual natural advantages 
of the site. . 

The release of the water stor- 
ed in the reservoir will fur- 
nish falls or heads sufficient 
for the generation of 550,000 
firm or constant horsepower of 
electricity. It is from the dis- 
position of these power. heads 
or rights that the entire cost 
of the dam, estimated at $41,- 
500,000, is to be met. The pro- 
ject does not contemplate the 
federal government entering 
into the power business, but 
merely licensing different 
agencies to use these heads for 
the generation of power in 
plants which they will them- 
selves construct. 

The main reclamation fea- 
ture of the project consists of 
a eanal starting at Laguna 
Dam near Yuma and running 
entirely within the United 
States to the Imperial Valley 
for the better irrigation cf 
land embraced in the imperial 
Irrigation District and to serve 
land in the Coachella Valley 
County Water District as well 
as a large vody of public lard 
not within the bounJzries of 
either ofthese districts. The 
estimated cost of this cana! is 
between thirty and thirty-one 
million dellars, and is to be 
borne by the land served by it. 
Imperial Valley is now served 
by a canal running some sixty 
miles through Mexico.

Enforcement Lacking 

That there is little to be desir- 
ed in the present laws designed to 
eliminate automobile accidents, 
but that there is a sad lack in 
their uniform enforcement, was 
the declaration Tuesday afternoon 
of E. B. Lefferts of Los Angeles, 
manager of the public safety de- 
partment of the Automobile Club 
of Southern California, in an ad- 


dress beforé a forum luncheon 
meeting of the Ontario Chamber 
of Comméréé iti Connection with 
the. observance of “Public Safety 
Week.” 

The speaker held that the issue 
was largely a moral one, that it 
was a question of state of mind. 
Failure of motorists to think, he 
declared, had been responsible for 
innumerable deaths, and he ex- 
pressed the belief that more think- 
ing and a more general application 
of the Golden Rule, given 2000 
years ago, but still good, would 
go a long way toward insuring 
public safety. 

Mr. Lefferts» did, however, urge 
upon his hearers the imperative 
need for the rigid examination 
and licensing of every driver be- 
fore he is allowed to take a car 
out on the highways and declar- 
ed the Auomobile Club working 
faithfully to secure state legisla- 
tion to that end. Under the pres- 
ent laws, according to the speak- 
er, there is nothing to prevent a 
mentally incompetent person from 
driving. a motor car and in em- 
phasizing his point referred to a 
case in which an insane person on 
parole from Mattewan, New York, 
had been responsible for an acci- 
dent in California which had re- 
sulted in several deaths. 

Statistics prove, according to 
Mr. Lefferts, that “jay-walking” 
between blocks is responsible for 
60 per cent of all automobile acci- 
dent fatalities, while 95 per cent 
of the property damage to motor 
cars in accidents occurs at street 
intersections. The tremendous _ in- 
creas) in automobile accident fa- 
talities was impressed upon the 
gathering with the presentation of 
statistics showing that in 1906 
about 300 were killed, while in 
1923 the number had exceeded 
22,000. 9 

The speaker impressed upon his 
hearers by citing specific examples 
that time gained by an increase 
of speed in driving was nothing 
like in proportion to the hazard 
to life and property resulting. 
Mr. Lefferts told of the splendid 
work that is being done in the 
schools of Logs Angeles with the 
co-operation of the Auto. Club in 
the reduction of fatalities to 
school children, and he declared 
that the work is to be extended 
to all the cities of Southern Cali- 
fornia. ‘ 

The forum meeting, which was 
held at the Hotpoint Club, was 
opened by Secretary B. W. Spenc- 
er, in the absence of President H. 
M. Shattuck, and turned over to 
EB. J.: Dirking, manager of the 
Ontario broach of the Auto Club, 
who acted as chairman of the day. 

Award School Contracts 

Contracts’ totalling $33,682 for 
the erection at D Street and Allyn 
Avenue of a sixth city grammar 
school building were awarded at 
a meeting of the city board of 
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education, it wa@ afitiounced by 
C. ‘W. Randall, city superintendent 
of schools. Bonds in the amount 
of $64,000 for thé eréction atid 
equipment of the ftiew building 
were voted a few months ago. 

The general ¢éé6ntract for the 
new building went to the Campbell 
Construction Company, whose bid 
was $29,000. The plumbing con- 
tract. went to Cornelius Brothers 
on a bid of $4,000, and the elec- 
tric wiring contract went to Car- 
ico & Nelson, bidding $682. 

Although bids for the installa- 
tion of a heating plant and for the 
painting of the structire have 
been received, no contracts have 
as yet been awarded. 

The new school building, which 
will be of reinforced concrete con- 
struction and strictly modern in 
every way, will include eight com- 
modious class rooms, two of which 
will be so constructed as to per- 
mit of their being thrown into one 
commodious assembly room. Work 
on the new structura is to be 
started at once and the contracts 
call for its completion by June 15.

NEW L. A. TRAFFIC LAW 
CAUSES DEEP INTEREST 


Motorists in general are 
evincing deep interest in the 
new traffic ordinance that goes 
into effect in the city of Los 
Angeles Saturday, January 24. 
The principal feature in which 
the ‘public is interested is that 
an effort is made to protect 
pedestrians, since they consti- 
tute the most numerous body 
ot sufferers from automobile 
accidents. 

Cross-walks are to be paint- 
ed on the pavement wherever 
necessary and pedestrians shal] 
have the right of way over ve- 
hicles in these cross-walks 
where traffic officers are not 
on duty. To obtain the right 
of way the pedestrian must 
hold up one hand, palm out, to 
indicate a desire to cross the 
roadway, and it will be un- 
lawful for motorists to dis- 
obey such a signal. 

On' ‘the other hand, pedes- 
trians must follow the signals 
given for vehicle tfaffic and no 
longer may cross a street con- 
trary to such signals. This 
rule operates wherever a traf- 
fie officer or mechanical signal 
obtains, 

The new ordinance also 
makes it unlawful to overtake 
or pass a street car within 100 
feet of the nearest street in- 
tersection ahead. Where there 
are safety zones, the automo- 
bile need not wait after stop- 
ping behind the street car, but 
it must come to a full stop to 
comply with the law. The 
Auto Club urges all motorists 
having occasion to pass thru 
Los’ Angeles city streets to 
study carefully the changes. 

The new ordinance provides 
a central traffic district, vari- 
ous business districts, keeps 
motorists off street car tracks, 
adds Western avenue, Vermont 
avenue and Washington street 
to the boulevard stops, pro- 
tects' pedestrians further at al- 
leys and driveways, makes mo- 
torists exercise greater care in 
turning, and provides a 45- 
minute parking limit from 7 a. 
nm. to’4:30 p. m. in the central 
traffie district.
